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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 18-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

It is not clear which "criteria" is intended. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section . 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 35, 37, 39, 42, 44, 45, 47, 49, 52, 54, 56, 58, 61, 63, 64, 66, 68, 71 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Rossi (6,791,378). 

Regarding claims 35, 44, 45, 54, 63, 64, Rossi (Fig. 1) discloses a charge 
recycling amplifier (200) can be read as a sampling amplifier receiving a plurality of 



values from CMOS image (20) via a sample and hold circuit (40), wherein values can be

read as maximum and minimum; and analog to digital converter (60) and image 
processor (80) can be read as a processing circuitry having the functions thereof (see 
column 3, lines 3-67 and column 4, lines 1-25). 

Regarding claims 37, 39, 47, 49, 56, 58, 66, 68 wherein capacitance (Cf) can be 
read as a feedback capacitance; amplifier (204) can be read as an amplifier circuitry; 
and switch (g) can be read as switched circuitry which charge/discharge when ON/OFF. 

Regarding claims 42, 52, 61, 71, wherein Rossi discloses an A/D converter (60) 
and a processor (80) which is capable of configuring as a computational circuitry having 
the functions thereof. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

Claims 18-34 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Claims 36, 38, 40, 41, 43, 46, 48, 50, 51, 53, 55, 57, 59, 62, 65, 67, 69, 70 and 
72 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable 
if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims.
